Election Forum Held

On the eve of what has been described 
4s one of the most heavily campaigned 
elections in Worcester State College history, 
the candidates assembled in Dowden Hall 
lounge to discuss their proposals should they 
be elected to their respective positions. 

Between 40 and 50 listeners gathered 
on April 10th to ask questions of the candidates. 
Each student government candidate was given 
the opportunity to voice a statement about their 
campaign and their abilities as a potential 
officer. The audience was invited to submit 
questions prior to the event and the most 
appropriate were selected to be asked. Those 
questions not asked were not chosen because 
they took a position rather than being 
indifferent. 

Many of these questions were about 
the negative “smear campaign” which was 
supposedly run, as well as inquiring 
information about write-ins. Others asked the 
candidates about their experience and 
responsibilities for their particular leadership 
position. Some of the contenders made 
promises which they may or may not be able 
to keep, while others focused primarily on the 
“etched in stone” qualifications of the job. 

After a series of questions about the 
dependability of the candidates was asked, the 
forum virtually turned into a battle of who 
helped the more needy-underprivileged-souls, 
than who could actually do.the job. 

In the senior budget for the class of 
2002, there is approximately $13,000. 
Candidates expressed their ideas about how this 
money should be spent. Many who attended 
the session were curious as to their current 
standing and how their last year at Worcester 
State would be shaped. 

All candidates present tried to ease the 
concern of the potential voters, and urged them 
to make the right decision on the voting dates.

began the nominations for next year’s Presi- 
dent, Vice President, Treasure, and Historian, 
and they were named. The Outstanding Se- 
nior Award was also presented.

Tri-Beta supports scholarship in the 
field of Biology and biological reséarch. The 
Chi Iota chapter resides at Worcester State, but 
the Society itself spreads countrywide and its 
members consist of professionals in the field, 
professors, doctors, and students meeting the 
honors level in concentrated biological stud- 
ies. By being a member in this Society indi- 
viduals are encouraged to explore their spe- 
cialized fields further and they have the assis- 
tance of other members for research projects 
or to simply discuss issues and problems as 
well as being open to numerous opportunities. 

Larry Keating, a falconer, bird expert 
with 20 years experience and a Marlboro 
Middle School Science teacher, was the 
speaker for the evening. With the assistance 
of his wife, he showed four of his wild birds of 
prey. These birds were removed from the wild 


because of physical and/or mental injuries and 
disabilities. The birds would be in jeopardy 


in the wild, so Keating takes them in, supply- ~ 


ing these birds with medical care, shelter, 
nourishment, and training with the hope that 
they will someday be able to be released back 
into their natural habitat. He feels his purpose 
is to give a chance for a “viable future for 
animals outside the zoo.” 

The four birds that were shown were 
the Red Tail Hawk (named Saber), a Euro- 
pean Barn Owl (Darwin), a Bard Owl 
(Gossomer) and a Screech Ow] (Ms. Carson). 
Two of the owls were blind and therefore will 
not be released, however Keating is prepar- 
ing for Saber’s release next year. 

Keating discussed the bird’s popu- 
lations, life expectancy, dangers, food supply 
and much more, including comical stories 
about his time with each bird. Keating sup- 
ports the conservation of these birds and sug- 
gested many books that would be helpful to 
anyone interested in the subject. He also en- 
couraged everyone to obtain a hobby or spe- 
cial interest and share it with others as he did 
that night at the ceremony. He hopes that all 
those in Beta Beta Beta will use their knowl- 
edge in Biology to help and support the natu- 
ral world.

Class of 2003 president aims to improve judicial system, parking

The newly elected Class of 2003 
president, Matthew Manter, hopes to do more 
for his class than just plan the semi-formal. 

In an interview after a substantial 
victory over fellow presidential candidate 
Monica Labbe, Manter explained that in the 
past, the major duty of the class president has 
been to plan the annual semi-formal. Unofficial 
duties involve trying to get students involved 
with activities on campus. “It seems to me that 
Worcester State College has this giant 
inferiority complex,” Manter stated, “Students 
feel that their involvement doesn’t really make 
a difference.” Manter hopes to change this false 
notion, as he will strive to foster more 
communication between students and senate, 
senate and administration. 

Communication with students may 
have helped Manter win the election. He 
believes advertising played a role in his victory. 
He thinks that the overwhelming majority of 
his votes came from residents because it is 
easier for advertisements to reach them. Still, 
Manter hopes that advertising wasn’t the 
determining factor in his win. “I’d like to say 
that people voted for me because they knew 
me and knew that I’d do a good job,” Manter 
said. 

Despite the voter turnout being 
substantially more than usual, the total number 
of voters was “still discouraging,” he noted. 
Approximately 400 students voted in the 
combined class elections. 

Manter described himself as 
“extremely political” in high school. Since his 
school didn’t have class presidents, he served 
as a class officer. He was also a student 
representative to the school committee and a 
volunteer at the State House. He attended a 
small college in northern Maine before 
transferring to Worcester State College. After
